Jeflerson  I>avis  hhiis».*lf visited  tlie  battle 
field  and  the  fate  of  the  confederacy  was 
in  sus|K-i|se.  They  were  saved  bV  tJie 
Htreatofthe  Union  Army  to  the  James 
River,  and  it  remained  for  Ceneral  Crant 
to  reduce  tlie  Southern  Capital.
